Th. roam to which the President hadtccn con-
veyed Is on the first floor, at the end of the hall.
It is only fifteen feet square, with a Brussels carpet,
papered with brown, nnd hung with a lithograph of
Rosa Bonheur's 'IIor.--e Fair," an engraved eopr
of Herring's "Village Blacksmith." and two small-
er ones of "The Stable" and "Tlie Barn Yard,"
from the same artist.

timed, arc peculiarly acceptable. Springing from
the people myseM, every pulsation of the popular
heart finds an immediate .answer in my own. By
many men in public life such occasions are often
considered merely formal. To me they arc real.
Your words of countenance and encouragement
sink deep in my heart, and were I even a coward,
I could but gather from them strength to carry out
my convictions of right.

Thus feeling. I shall enter upon the discharge of
my great duty firmly and steadfastly, if not with
the signal ability exhibited by my predecessor,
which is still fresh in our sorrowing minds. And
I repeat that no heart feels more sensibly thin
mine, this preat afiliction. In what I say on this
occasion, I shall indulge in no petty spirit of an-
ger, no feeling of revenge. But we have beheld a
notab'e event in the history of mankind; in the
midt of the American people, where every cit'ren
is taught to obey law and observe the rules of
Christian contfu-- t. our Chief Magistrate, beloved
of all heart?, has been assassinated ; and when we
trice the crime to it cause when we remember
the source whence the assassir drew his inspira
tion, and then look at lhe result.we stand yet more
astoniih d at this in?t barbarous, most diabolical
assassination. Such a crime as the murder of a
great and good man, honored and revered, beloved,
and the hope cf the people, Kpings not from a
solitary individual of even so desjer.itc wicked-
ness. We can trace i s eaue through suc;esive
steps, without enumerating them here, back to
that source which is the spring of all e.tir woes.
No one can say that it the perpetrator of this
fiendish deed should be arretted he hou!d not un-

dergo the extreme penalty which the law provides
for crime.

enormity of the assassination, shall we allw the
nation tj bo a? ns!n ited? I speak in no spirit i f
unkinünciS. I leave the events of tho futuro to
be dispose 1 of as they arise, regarding myself us
the humble instrument ot the American people.
In this, ai in all things, justice and judgement
shall be determined by them. I do not harbor
hitler or revengeful feelings toward any. In gen-
eral terms, I would say tint public m r.iis and pub-
lic opinion should be established upon sure ai.d
inflexible principles of justice. When the ques-
tion of excrc'siog mercy cora 8 before me. it will
be considered calmly, judlc'ouly remembering
that I am the Executive of the nation. I know
men love to have their nimes spoken in connec-
tion with acts of mercy, an 1 how easy it is to
yieid to this impulse, but we must not forget that
wli itmiy be incicy to individu il. in cruelty to lhc
State. In tlie exercise of mercy there should be
no doubl left that this high rorogat ve is not used
to relieve '.ho ffw at tlie expense ol the nianr.

Co as-r.r- 1 shill never forget that I am not to
consult in own feelings alone, but to give an ac-

count to tie whole people in regard to my future
caurse.
